Correspondence of The N, Y. Times, 

Washington, June 22,1858. 

r? I have rarely read a more interesting document than 
the Message of the President, under the date of 21st April, 
to the Senate, communicating the correspondence between 
the American and British Governments, on the African 
slave trade. The public was first apprised, through the 
correspondence of The Times , that, after the receipt of 
many communications on the subject from her Majesty’s 
Government, Gen. Cass had made a general and compre¬ 
hensive reply, fully setting forth the views of this Govern¬ 
ment. The correspondence was, in due time, called for 
by tbe Senate, and now appears in pamphlet. 

The first paper shows “ the ruling passion strong in 
death.” It is a note of three lines from Mr. Crampton, 
dated May 24, 1856, furnishing, for the information of the 
State Department, memoranda from the British Commis¬ 
sioners at Loando, West Coast of Afrioa, as to the mode 
in which the slave trade was carried on in the year 1856. 
Three days after the receipt of this letter, Mr. Crampton 
was peremptorily dismissed. 

The Commissioners assert that on the 31st of December, 
1855, a vessel believed to be Amerioan, shipped 500 slaves 
from a point on tbe coast of Benguela. They proceed : 
One Lucas, a notorious slave-dealer, driven off in 1853, 
had lately reappeared ; had offered 50 or 60 “ milreas ” 
per head for slaves. 

Aug. 2,1857.—Lord Napier informed Gen. Cass of the 
cases of the brigantines Adams Gray and W. D. Miller, 
of New Orleans. It appeared from the report of the 
British Consul at Lagos that, about the 1st of February, 
1867, the Adams Gray was captured by the British steamer 
Prometheus, with all the usual equipments of a slave 
cargo, and with $20,600 in specie. She threw overboard 
her Spanish-American papers, and, having no evidence of 
nationality, was condemned. 

Tbe Captain of the W. D. Miller was more audacious 
and astute. He kept his American papers, sailed boldly 
through a fleet of British merchantmen in Lagos Roads, 
was pnrsued, showed his American papers, and avowed 
that the purpose of his voyage was to ship slaves. 

■ On the 16th of September, 1857, Lord Napier sends to 
Gen. Cass a resolution of the House of Commons, praying 
her Majesty to use all practicable means to suppress the 
slave trade, to which her Majesty graciously responds that j 
she will. 

Oct. 19.— Commodore Conover, commanding American 
squadron on the coast of Africa, writes to Mr. Toucey 
concerning the capture, by Commodore Wise, in the British 
steamer Vesuvius, of the brigantine Bremen, wearing 
American colors. It appears that on the 10th of October,

He describes eight cases of vessels being 
taken and condemned as slavers while wearing the Ameri¬ 
can flag. In addition he stated that Portuguese men-of- 
war had captured the Gen. Pierce and the Splendid—of 
which the latter was fitted for the reception of a thousand 
slaves. These ten vessels were all captured during the 
“ earlier months of 1857.” Lord Napier then proceeds to 
give a list of nineteen other American vessels believed 
be engaged in the slave trade. Among them are t 
Spirit of ’76, the Putnam, and the James Buchanan, 
case of the North Hand was peculiar.

Among the items are: 78 quarter-casks and 40 hogsheads 
of rum, 1 hogshead and 8 quarter-casks red wine, 70 bar¬ 
rels rice, 61 barrels bread, 33 iron buckets, 98 water casks, 
8,091 feet of lumber, <fcc. The Standard states that if ever 
there were a slaver in the world, tbe Cortes was one. It 
adds that, so long as the American government, knowing 
as it does that nine-tenths of the vessels employed in the 
Caban slave trade are American, and that the American 
flag is freely used, not only on the coast of Africa, but on 
the coast of Cuba, for the purpose of preventing slavers

We must say that we think onr Southern Brethren 
trifle unrea sonable in their demands. It is impossible to 
please therm, strike where one will, or even if one forbear 
to strike at all. Surely, if there be any men who have 
read their ti tle clear to slaveholding confidence by many 
years of fri endly service, it is that most religious and 
respectable firm the Messrs. Harper, Brothers. They 
have trimmi.Bd their publications and their republications, 
now croppii lg the ears and anon docking the tails of the 
same, so as to snit the taste of the Southern market. They 
have done more than all the other publishers in the land 
to make lit erature contemptible so that slavery might be 
all in all. In the management of their Magazine and 
Weekly Ne wspaper, we had always thought that they 
could not b iave behaved better had there been an overseer 
in tbe flesh standing behind them with a cart-whip under 
his arm. And, yet, what says that authentic mouthpiece 
of slavehol'ding sentiment, the Richmond South, concern¬ 
ing these faithful servants ? “ Amongst the various 
Yankee sch .ernes for making money by selling the brains 
of other people, we know none more deserving public 
contempt tinam the Magazine of Harper, and its codicil, 
the Harper we ekly press 1 ” This, we are bold to affirm, 
is harder measure than those ingenious gentlemen deserve 
—at least from the hands that administer the chastise¬ 
ment. The Weahly we had always thought peculiarly free 
from any taint That might make it a stench in Southern 
nostrils. And ye t the same chastener administers to it a 
severe correction for publishing articles, assailing Mr. 
Buchanan and the -character of Southern men, which, the 
editor presumes, ha* 1 been first offered to The Tribune and 
The Liberator! We cannot speak as to the first named 
paper ; but so far as The Liberator is concerned, we think 
we can safely exonerate our contemporary from the 
charge of publishing a uy articles which that sheet has 
rejected. And wewoulul most cordially commend both 
the Magazine and the Wt ekly as publications eminently 
suited to Southern necessl ties.

Socii ity have been strengthened, its heart cheered, and 
the c all for its publications very largely increased, by the 
recent revival *f the popular American religion. 

Of course a rivival of influences tending to strengthen 
“ the .great bulvark of slavery ” was the most opportune 
occurn mce possible for the relief of an institution which 
was be ginning jto be threatened with pecuniary Iobs 
consequ ence of its faithful adherence to slavery. T 
Tract Society, being the legitimate child of a pro-slavery 
Church, and bom when that Church was unanimous in the 
support cf slavery—that is, before any of its members ] 
had been awakened by the Abolitionists to oppose so 
enormous a sin—will of course be strengthened by that 
which invigorates its mother. Had it not been for the 
revival, the leaders of the remonstrating party might 
have repaired the damage caused by their unspeakably 
stupid mistake of the previous year, and met with a tole¬ 
rable measure of success in their appeal to the quasi refor¬ 
matory Churches to send no more contributions 
Tract Society. But they now seem likely to experience 
the truth Of the saying that “ delays are dangerous,” and 
to make some progress towards learning that “ a house 
divided against itself cannot stand.” While trying to 
accomplish a certain small amount of interference with 
slavery in the Tract Society, they have been inconsistent 
enough to praise, encourage, and labor for the revival of 
that American religion which gives hearty and thorough 
support to slavery, and the influence of which causes the 
Tract Society to support it. They have, literally, been 
building up with both hands the very thing which they 
have been trying to pull down with one finger. All 
through the present year, and for many years to come, 
they will find their movement in regard to the Tract 
Society blocked and counteracted by the very persons 
whom they have laboriously manufactured from world¬ 
lings into churchlings. By their own maniptilations, they 
have put these persons into mesmeric communication 
with the Secretaries and Publishing Committee of tbe 
Tract Society; so that when these last say-p. 11 of 

throughout the whole country, North, South, East and 
West, has reported special Divine infloences in his field 
of labor. Great absorbing themes of national or local 
worldly interest have given place to the concerns of eter¬ 
nity. Thus has the mercy of God abounded in the midst 
of embarrassment and trial; cheering the hearts of his 
servants, calling'them to renewed fidelity and trust 
Him, and enabling them to sing, * God is our refuge and 
strength, a very present help in trouble. Therefore will 
not fear’”—the new converts in question shall take 
for granted, with the sheep-like conformity of their tribe, 
that God has revived the American religion ifl the South, 
leaving the converts, as he found them, slaveholders;

of a long train of tergiversation and deception, including 
not a few instances of direct falsehood on the part of its 
officers, had placed it “ in the midst of embarrassment ] 
and trials”; and that such men as William A. Hallock 
and Nehemiah Adams are, by especial emphasis, 
servants,” supported, in the discouragements of their pro¬ 
slavery labor, by the reflection that God is on their side, 
and that fidelity to slavery is fidelity to Him 1 

Every Church that has been enlarged, every convert 
that has been made, every prayer-meeting that has been 
held, every tract that has been distributed in the late 
revival has tended to this result; and, however much the 
efforts of a few exceptional ministers like George B.j 
Cheever may succeed in counteracting this tendency in 
their individual Churches, their endorsement of the gene¬ 
ral movement, and their labors in it in connection with 
pro-slavery clergymen, and their endorsement of those 
pro-slavery clergymen as Christian ministers, have helped 
slavery fifty times more than their efforts in other direc¬ 
tions have hindered it.

insufficiency of this kind of labor for agricultural 
purposes. Few are willing to invest tbeir capital in sup¬ 
plying this deficiency, on account of its admitted insecu¬ 
rity. Iu tbe year 1856, not less than sixty slaves ran 
away from their owners, in this county, whose aggregate 
value exceeded sixty thousand dollars. Since then, though 
escapes have been less frequent, Btiil they have occurred 
occasionally, and, save in one or two instances, no tidings 
of their whereabouts have been obtained after their depar- 


The fact that negroes who had never been within many 
miles of tbe northern limits of the county making good 
their escape, without leaving behind them any evidence of 
their direction, has forced the conviction upon the public 
mind that they have derived assistance from Borne oae. 
So successful have been past attempts to run away that 
a few hours’ start have been ample to prevent apprehen¬ 
sion. These circumstances have naturally excited alarm, 
suspicion and conjecture on the part of slaveholders. 
What led to the infliction of the punishment upon Mr. 
James L. Bowers, on Wednesday night, as far as we can 
ascertain, resulted from the following circumstances and 
facts: 

Mr. B. has, for a long time, publicly proclaimed his 
anti-slavery opinions, yet averring that he would not per¬ 
suade a Blave to abscond, or assist him if solicited. In the 
utterance of these sentiments, so far as we know, Mr. B. 
had never received any marked rebuke or personal injury. 
Some five years ago, however, a slave belonging to n - 
Davidson, of Queen Ann’s County, ran away, who 
less fortunate than his predecessors, as he was apprehended 
iu Delaware and returned to his master. A forged pass 
or certificate of freedom was found upon him, evidently 
disguised, which he uniformly stated wa9 furnished him 
by Mr. Bowers. This led to his arrest, and at the ensuing 
court a bill was found. The charge was not sustained, 
from the impossibility of identifying the hand-writing 
one of the witnesses testifying that he believed it to bi 
his, whilst others testified their belief to the contrary- 
the one witness also testifying to a conversation with 
Mr. Bowers, three years anterior,implicating Mr. Bowers, 
by his admission, in a similar transaction, but which evi¬ 
dence was ruled out by the Court on the ground of irrele¬ 
vancy to the case under trial; the result of the trial, as 
before stated, was an acquittal. Since then, suspicion has 
been directed against him, and possibly it may have been 
confirmed, from the fact that his immediate neighborhood 
had suffered to a considerable extent from tbe loss of this 
kind of property. Reports say that the proceeding ol 
Wednesday night had its origin in recent preparatory 
consultations and arrangements of sundry slaves to 
abscond, their arrest, and the developments made by 
them, connected with various antecedents of a similar 
character. 


The following are the particulars and attending circum¬ 
stances which are currently reported and believed, in 
connection with the tar and feathers of Mr. B. From 
ten to thirty persons were engaged in it, one of whom 
succeeded in decoying Mr. Bowers from his house, between 
the hours of 10 aud 12 o’clock, by pretending to have 
broken his carriage, which required assistance to mend it. 
Upon Mr. B.’s arrival at the road (which is distant about 
100 yards from his house), he was seized and secured by 
4ko -who -joiohij- proocoded to piaoo him in a car¬ 

riage, to be conveyed to a place previously selected for 
the purpose. 

His screams were soon heard by his wife, who imme¬ 
diately started to the place whence they proceeded, and 
came up with the party before they had carried off her 
husband. Her fears for his safety were partially relieved 
by being told that he would receive no personal violence, 
but that they intended to take him to jail for some offence 
he had committed. Mrs. Bowers returned home, whilst 
the posse carried him to a woods some half mile distant, 
where he was stripped, tarred and feathered, and, after 
promising to leave the State within twenty-four hours, he 
”as permitted to depart. 

They then went into the house of a free negro named 
Butler, and inquired if a certain negro woman named Til- 
lison was there. To this question he promptly responded 
no; the house was entered and the individual soon found, 
whereupon they administered to him a severe flogging. 
The woman, who has a strong infusion of the Anglo- 
Saxon, was taken some distance from the house, and the 
upper portion of her person subjected to a similar appli¬ 
cation of tar and feathers. This woman, it is alleged, lives 
in Cecil, and for several years has frequently visited 
almost every section of the county without any ostensible 
business, exerting, wherever she goes, her wonderful 
powers of conjuration and fortune-telling. 

At this time she pretended to be collecting money, but 
failing to satisfy the party who owed her, and for what 
the debts were contracted, she received an application 
which will take her some time to remove. She is repre¬ 
sented to be about fifty years of age, dwarfish in appear¬ 
ance, scarcely weighing fifty pounds, and is calculated to 
excite a great influence upon the more superstitious por¬ 
tion of blacks. She leads a mifiratnrv life onR 


tion of blacks. She leads a migratory life, and is usually 
found in tbe houses of free negroes. Her advent■’' 
county has been followed by the escape of slaves o 
than one occasion.

We have sad that there were certain significant repe¬ 
titions in this Report. We have now to add that these 
are repetition! of a statement absolutely false, though 
now promulgtted as part of the settled policy of the 
Tract Society. 

The fact in aiestion is the obligation ot the Society 
(expressed in t)e 1st Article of its Constitution) to distri-1 
bute tracts “ dculated to receive the approbation of all 
evangelical Chistians.” 

The falsehood into whioh they have twisted this faot 
represents that ihe tracts distributed must be “such only

A Boston correspondent of 
the Evening Post, under date of Jane 28th, says: 

“ A private letter received in this city from one of the 
most distinguished physicians in France says that, upon 
consultation by the leading doctors in that empire rela¬ 
tive to the case of Senator Sumner, who is now in Paris 
it has been decided to perform an operation upon the 
back, for the purpose of producing a counter-irritation, 
The operation is that of cauterization—the burning of the 
flesh and muscle to the spinal column. While this opera¬ 
tion is very severe, usually, it is said that it can now be 
performed by the aid of ether, without producing the 
slightest pain. It is believed that the operation will 
prove of the greatest advantage to the patient.” 


Charles Dickens’s separation from his wife, for some 
cause not clearly explained, has given much pain to bis 
admirers in this country. A New York correspondent of 
the Boston Atlas and Bee says: 

“ I was yesterday conversing with a gentleman well 
acquainted with the Dickens family, and he attributes the 
ditrerenee between tbe novelist and wife to diverse views 
they take in regard to the religious education of their 
daughters.
